Chaos At Columbia

Police1 
flushed 150 rebel students from 
a barricaded building at Colum 
bia University early today and 
then swept across the campus, 
forcibly clearing out 2,000 more 
students 
who 
milled 
about 
angrily denouncing the 
initial 
police action. 
The 
i>olice 
first 
surged 
through an underground tunnel 
and 
battered 
down 
doors 
barricaded by furniture to evict 
the student rebels from Hamil­ 
ton 
Hall, 
which 
they 
seized 
Tuesday in protest against the 
suspension from the university 
of a leftist student leader. The 
student, 
M ark 
Rudd, 
had 
organized and led the student 
occupation 
of five 
Columbia 
buildings in another protest a 
month ago. 
Police said 
Rudd would 
be 
charged with inciting to riot, 
rioting 
and criminal 
trespass. 
He was held at central police 
headquarters for arraignm ent. 
Rudd. 20, a junior, is campus 
president of the militant 
left 
Students 
for a 
Democratic 
Society . 
He 
has 
used

and

1'he police moved in through the 
underground tunnel and led the 
arrested 
students

The 150 students ejected from 
Hamilton Hall and charged with 
crim inal tresjwss were hauled 
away without violence. Then the 
2,000 other students, angered by 
the arrests, swarm ed across the 
cam pus. 
They set small bon­ 


fires and broke dozens of win-| 
dows in Low Memorial Library . 
Nightstick 
wielding

forcing students into dormito 
ries. clearing academic build 
ings and battling with demon 
strators. 
At least 45 students

They forced the students back

in, swinging nightsticks. Throe 
students were hurt in the melee, 
all apparently struck by billy ! 
clubs while they were inside the 
dorm. 
One policeman chased a y outh 
into the lounge of the dormito 
ry , swinging at him repeatedly ] 
with the nightstick while the 
student ducked and dodged.

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WASHINGTON (AP* - Sen. 
Robert F. Kc-nrudy’s top advis­ 
ees are urging him to attack 
Se . Eugene J. McCarthy as a 
st Iking horse for Vice Presi­ 
dent Hubert H. Humphrey. 
This development represents

After McCarthy announced his 
candidacy last winter he was 
tagged by political detractors as 
a stalking horse for Kennedy. 
It had been Kennedy’s earlier 
hope that once he had chalked 
tip victories over McCarthy in 
the prim aries—as he did in Indi 
ana and Nebraska and now ex­ 
pects to do in Oregon and Cali­ 
fornia—the 
Minnesota 
senator 
would throw his support behind 
him at the Chicago convention. 
Consequently 
he 
b ’s 
t'k en 
pains to avoid any other than 
pin-prick attacks on McCarthy. 
But McCarthy has rejected Ken 
nedy's repeated 
invitations to 
join forces 
with 
him 
ag' inst 
Johnson administration polices. 
Kennedy strategsts have sur­ 
veyed the 1B4 delegates counted 
in 
McCarthy's 
column 
from 
New 
Hampshire. 
Wisconsin. 
Massachusetts. 
Pennsylvania 
and some other states. They 
have concluded a majority of 
them will turn to Kennedy when 
the chips are down. 
They contend many of these 
delegates linked themselves to 
McCarthy when he offered the 
only 
alternative 
to 
President 
Johnson's 
re-election 
and 
re 
main more anti-Johnson than 
pro-McCarthy. 
For all practical purposes the 
Kennedy lieutenants are count 
ing McCarthy out of the running 
for the nomination. 


They are convinced that when 
the

McCarthy will spurn Kennedy 
and turn to his old political as­ 
sociate 
Humphrey. 
despite 
differences with the vice presi­ 
dent on Johnson policies. 
McCarthy, 
campaigning 
in 
Oregon 
Tuesday, 
hinted

might end up supporting Hum­ 
phrey but also said he is waiting 
to see whether the vice presi­ 
dent changes his view of Viet 
aam war policy. 
Humphrey, of course, has vig 
orously liackcd Johnson's war 
decisions. 
Kennedy’s advisers are telling 
the New York senator he ought 
to pound away on the campaign 


theme that a vote for McCarthy 
is really a vote for Humphrey. 
This effort to pin a Humphrey 
label on McCarthy apparently 
would be calculated to provide a 
ready explanation for the Ken­ 
nedy camp if their candidate 
fails to i-ollect a majority of the 
Democratic vote in either the 
Oregon or California primaries. 
He could say that lie was fight­ 
ing two active candidates in­ 
stead of the one on the ballot. 
President Johnson's name re 
mains on the Oregon ballot do 
spite his withdrawal from con­ 
tention. A former Johnson dele­ 
gate slate is running uncommit­ 
ted in California. Humphrey has 
avoided giving this group his 
blessng.

In th at 
case,-by a five-to-four ruling, 
the court said that no con- 
lession, even if wholly volun­ 
tary in the traditional sense, 


could t» e adm itted in evidence 
over the objection of a de­ 
fendant in a state or federal 
proceeding unless the prose­ 
cution could show th a t cer­ 
tain w arnings w ere given in 
advance. The prosecution also 
w as req uired to prove th a t 
the suspect 
had voluntarily 
and “intelligently " waived his 
rights. In m any instances, it 
was not possible to furnish 
such proof. This is why m any 
Senators 
are 
in 
agreem ent 
with Justice John M. H arlan, 
who, in a dissenting opinion, 
said: 
“We do know that some 
crim es cannot bo solved w ith­ 
out 
confessions, 
that 
ample 
ex pert 
testim ony attests to 
their 
importance 
in 
crime 
control, and that the court is 
taking a real risk with so­ 
ciety 's w elfare in imposing its 
new regime on the country . 
The social costs of crime are 
too great 
to call 
the 
new 
rules any thing but a hazard­ 
ous ex perim entation.” 
Thus m any m em bers of the 
S enate 
a r e 
reflecting 
the 
v iews ex pressed by the minor­ 
ity of the Suprem e Court it­ 
self. S enator McClellan say s: 
“The Constitution has not 
changed. A m isinterpretation 
of it by five judges has sought 
to change it.” 
When such 
a division of 
opinion appeal's, it is natural 
for 
Congress 
to 
raise 
the 
q uestion of how the jurisdic­ 
tion of the Suprem e C ourt 
should be defined to cover a 
certain ty pe of case. T he p ur­ 
pose, of course, is to have 
the judge and jury decide the 
ultim ate guilt 
or innocence 
in criminal cases, ra th e r than 
to have flat 
rules made in 
advance that would paraly ze 
the prosecuting process.

PARIS — With the ex pected 
formation of a “ more reason 
able" cabinet under former 
Prim e 
Minister

in Saigon early this 
week the long range prospects 
of a negotiated settlement in 
Vietnam seem to have bright­ 
ened. 
The news that this retired 
professor, 
who 
served 
as 
Prim e Minister from Novem­ 
ber 19 64. to January , 19 65, had 
been invited to replace Ngu­ 
y en Van Loc as head of the 
governm ent 
over 
shadowed 
the so called “ Peace Talks" 
between the United States and 
North Vietnam here in Paris. 
They appeared to be in a 
state of deadlock after a four- 
hour meeting Saturday which, 
like 
previous 
meetings 
on 
Monday and Wednesday , was 
devoted 
entirely 
to 
charges 
and 
countercharges 
mingled 
with flat dem ands from North 
Vietnam for unconditional ces­ 
sation of A m erican bombing. 
Form ation of a new govern­ 
m ent under Tran Van Huong 
should not m ean the kind of a 
sellout to the Communist N a­ 
tional Liberation front, which 
cy nics have been charging. 
He is opposed to the form a­ 
tion of a coalition government 
with NLP" participation. But 
he is a m oderate and reason­ 
able m an whose government 
would not be opposed to a 
peace settlem ent with Hanoi 
in the sam e way that Van 
Loc's cabinet has been while 
he would not favor open col­ 
laboration with the NLF or 
with Com munist-backed "Al­ 
liance of National, Dem ocra­ 
tic and P eace Forces of Viet­ 
nam ." 
He 
could 
cooperate 
with other moderate elements 
in giving the country a much 
more presentable government 
that it has had in recent past. 
He is a protege of Gen. N gu­ 
y en Van Thieu, the president, 
while Van Loc was hand-pick­ 
ed by Gen. Nguy en Coa Ky . 


Ky was allowed to choose the 
Prime Minister in return for 
his agreem ent to play second 
fiddle to Thieu in the presi­ 
dential race. 
Here in Paris the first in­ 
terpretation 
placed 
on 
the 
resignation 
of Van Loc was 
that it was the beginning of 
the end for Ky . If true, this 
should mean that it should be 
easier to talk business with 
Hanoi if it is prepared to set­ 
tle for any thing but the whole 
hog. 
The first week of “ negotia­ 
tions" 
between 
the 
United 
States and the North Vietna­ 
mese has completely failed to 
answer the m ajor q uestions 
surrounding them. 
F irst—Are the Communists 
prepared to agree to cease 
military operations in South 
Vietnam 
both 
by 
the 
local 
Viet Cong and by 85.000 North 
Vietnamese regulars for any ­ 
thing less than a 
certainty 
of political control within a 
limited period of time? 
There is absolutely no sign 
that 
they 
are. 
While 
they 
continue 
to 
clam or 
for 
an 
end to American bombing of 
targets in the southern part 
of North Vietnam they utter­ 
ly refuse to discuss reduction 
in the infiltration or regular 
North Vietnamese troops into 
South 
Vietnam. 
The 
senior 
American delegate W. Averell 
H arrim an. ended his rem arks 
at Saturday ’s meeting by say ­ 
ing almost plaintively : 
“ Regretfully 
I 
m ust 
re­ 
peat that all evidence at our 
disposal 
indicates 
that 
the 
flow into South Veitnam con­ 
tinues at an increasing pace." 
Won’t Consider Offer 
The North Vietnamese hav e 
also refused to ‘'bite" at the 
tempting offer of the Ameri­ 
cans to cut the bombing if 
Hanoi would agree to respect 
the 
"Demilitarized 
Zone" 
astride the 17th Parallel. So 
far the only withdrawal they 
have been willing to discuss 
is the wholesale withdrawal 
ol all American forces from 
Vietnam. 


The Demilitarized Zone is a 
strip six miles wide ex tend­ 
ing the entire length of the 
border 
between 
North 
and 
South Vietnam. It was estab 
lished 
by 
the 
19 64 Geneva 
Conference as a buffer zone. 
Hanoi’s troops first violated 
it in October. 19 54, when the 
9 5th Regiment entered it. In 
May and June 19 66 the entire 
324B Division of the Regular 
N o r t h 
Vietnamese 
Army 
crossed 
the 
17th 
Parallel. 
American forces first entered 
the 
Demilitarized 
Zone 
in 
May , 
19 67, 
to 
counter 
th* 
Communist 
drive 
against 
Quang Tri Province. But even 
then they did not cross the 
17th Parallel. They kept to 
the 
3-mile-wide 
southern 
half. After 3*2 y ears of whole­ 
sale violations of the DMZ bv 
the 
Communists. 
American 
forces are still not stationed 
there. 
During the Paris talks this 
has not been m ade as clear 
by 
the 
American 
delegates 
as it should have been. 
Second—Does either Hanoi 
or the United, States regard 
the P aris perform ance as the 
start of a full peace confer 
ence which would bring real 
peace to Southeast Asia? 
Since the North Vietnamese 
appear to be stepping up their 
m ilitary effort in Couth Viet­ 
nam 
the 
suspicion 
persists 
that they still hope to tip over 
the South Vietnamese Govern­ 
m ent by force. 
Military ex perts fully ex ­ 
pect one or two full-sized at­ 
tacks to be m ade on Saigon 
and some other centers dur­ 
ing the period of good weath­ 
er due between June and the 
end of October. But they be­ 
lieve these will be hooked in 
with political pressure to win 
participation 
in the 
Saigon, 
Government. 
They don’t think the Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese 
have any real prospects of 
m ilitary victory in the field.

"P eace Talks" 
between the United States arid 
North Vietnam here in Paris. 
They appeared to be in a 
state of deadlock after a four- 
hour meeting Saturday which, 
like 
previous 
meetings 
on 
Monday and Wednesday, was 
devoted 
entirely 
to 
charges 
and 
countercharges 
mingled 
with flat dem ands from North 
Vietnam for unconditional ces­ 
sation of American bombing. 
Formation of a new govern­ 
ment under Trail Van Huong 
should not mean the kind of a 
sellout to the Communist Na­ 
tional Liberation front, which 
cynics have been charging. 
He is opposed to the form a­ 
tion of a coalition government 
with 
NPK participation. 
Hut 
lie is a moderate and reason­ 
able man whose government 
would 
not 
he opposed to a 
peace settlement with Hanoi 
in tile 
sam e 
way 
that Van 
Loo’s cabinet has been while 
he would not favor open col­ 
laboration with the NLP or 
with Communist backed 
“ Al­ 
liance of National. Democra­ 
tic and P eace Forces of Viet­ 
nam ." 
He 
could 
cooperate 
with other moderate elements 
in giving the country a much 
more presentable government 
that it has had in recent past.

If true, this 
should mean that it should be 
easier to talk business with 
Hanoi if it is prepared to set­ 
tle for anything but the whole 
hog. 
The first week of “ negotia­ 
tions”

States and the North Vietna­ 
mese has completely failed to 
answer the 
major questions 
surrounding them. 
First 
Are the Communists 
prepared to agree to cease 
military operations in South 
Vietnam 
both 
by

Viet Cong and by 85.000 North 
Vietnamese regulars for any­ 
thing 
less 
than 
a 
certainty 
of political control within a 
limited period of time? 
There is absolutely no sign 
that 
they 
are. 
While 
they 
continue 
to 
clamor 
for 
an 
end to American bombing of 
targets in the southern part 
of North Vietnam they utter­ 
ly refuse to discuss reduction 
in the infiltration or regular 
North Vietnamese troops into 
South 
Vietnam. 
The 
senior 
American delegate W. Averell 
Harriman, ended his remarks 
at Saturday's meeting by say­ 
ing almost plaintively: 
"Regretfully 
I 
must 
re­ 
peat that all evidence at our 
disposal 
indicates 
that 
the 
flow into South Veitnam con­ 
tinues at an increasing pace.” 
Won t Consider Offer 
The North Vietnamese have 
also refused to "bite” at the 
tempting offer of the Ameri­ 
cans to cut the bombing if 
Hanoi would agree to respect 
the 
“ Demilitarized 
Zone” 
astride the 17th Parallel. So 
far the only withdrawal thev 
have been willing to discuss 
is the wholesale withdrawal 
of all American forces from 
v let na m. 


The Demilitarized Zone is a 
strip six miles wide extend­ 
ing the entire length of the 
border 
between 
North 
and 
South Vietnam. It was estab­ 
lished 
by 
the 
1964 
Geneva 
Conference as a buffer zone. 
Hanoi’s troops first violated 
it in October, 1954, when the 
95th Regiment entered it. In 
May and June 1966 the entire 
324B Division of the Regular 
N o r t h 
Vietnamese 
Army 
crossed 
the 
17th 
Parallel. 
American forces first entered 
the 
Demilitarized 
Zone 
in 
May. 
1967. 
to 
counter 
th# 
Communist 
drive 
against 
Quang Tri Province. But even 
then they did not cross the 
17th 
Parallel. 
They kept to 
the 
3-mile wide 
southern 
half. After 3 1 
years of whole 
sale violations of the DMZ by 
the 
Communists, 
American 
forces are still not stationed 
there. 
During the Paris talks this 
has not been made as clear 
by 
the 
American 
delegates 
as it should have been. 
Second—Does either Hanoi 
or the United, States regard 
the Paris performance as the 
start of a full peace confer 
enee which would bring real 
peace to Southeast Asia? 
Since the North Vietnamese 
appear to be stepping up their 
military effort in Couth Viet­ 
nam 
the 
suspicion

that they still hope to tip over 
the South Vietnamese Govern­ 
ment by force. 
Military 
experts 
fully

peri one or two full-sized at­ 
tacks to be made on Saigon 
and som e other centers dur­ 
ing the period of good weath­ 
er due between June and the 
end of October.

But they 
have become indulgent of hu­ 
m an frailty and confess that 
China’s Communist salvation 
can be attained only through 
prolonged evolutionary rather 
than im m ediate revolutionary 
conversion.

British Labor party and three 
tim e British prim e m inister), 
they have come to accept the 
inevitability of gradualness. 
"Y enan is no M arxist New 
Jerusalem . 
The saints and 
prophets of Chinese Commu 
nism, living in the austere 
comfort of caves scooped out 
of loose cliffs, lust after the 
strange gods of class com pro­ 
mise and party coalition, rath 
cr sham efacedly worship the 
golden calf of foreign invest 
m ent and yearn to he consid­ 
ered respectable by wordly 
standards. . . . 
There are several reasons 
for 
the 
moderation 
of the 
Communists. 
" I —They are Chinese. Being 
Chinese, they are. for all of 
their 
early 
excesses, 
tem- 
perm entally inclined to com ­ 
prom ise and harmony in hu­ 
man relationships 
“2—They are realists. They 
recognize that . . . not until 
China has developed through 
several generations will it be 
ready for communism, that 
the im m ediate program m ust 
. . . he agrarian reform and 
the 
introduction of political 
dem ocracy. 
“ 3—They 
are 
nationalists. 
In more than seven years of 
bitter fighting against a for 
eign enemy the prim ary emo

phasis has shifted from inter­ 
nal social revolution to na­ 
tionalism .

They have begun to 
come into power. As has been 
the experience in virtually all 
s u c c e s s f u l revolutionary

and a desire to move cau ­ 
tiously and m oderately."

If the identifi­ 
cation is accurate, this would 
be the first auth en ticated re­ 
p ort of a wolf in this state 
since 1899. according to Con­

cials. 
It is the op inion of Ralp h 
B. Colson, chief of the Bu­ 
reau of Gam e, that it m ay 
hav e escap ed from a zoo or 
gam e farm , or while in tran ­ 
sit through the state. He noted 
it was unlikely the wolf m ay 
hav e 
migrated 
from 
Cana 
da, because they were killed 
or driven out of the areas

of the 
border 
m any 
years ago. 
In recent years, coyotes or 
brush wolves have been re 
p orted in the Adirondack and

regions.
